Chicago, May 28.—Two men were 


badly injured by broken glass and a 
score of others sustained slight in- 
juries today when a street car on the 
Calumet Electric railway was blown 
from the tracks by a torpedo at 
Ninety-third street and South Chicago 
avenue. The explosion lifted the car 
from the tracks and dumped it-into 
the roadway. The car was crowded 
with men and in the 
panic which

before going to war. 


Ono of tho greatest external forces 


working to avert war between Mexi- 
co and Guatemala Is the feelins of 
every important Latin-American re- 
public, incluiilnfc Mexico, that war at 
this time would be unusually had for 
tho roputatlon of thwu all. 


Secretary Root has boon tench im- 


pressed with the feeling of first class 
governments, like Brazil. Argentina. 
Chill, Peru and Mexico, that they are 
handicapped In tho eyes o[ the world 
by frequent revolutions in and wars 
between tho backward republics, like 
those of Central America. It was this 
feeling which caused many Latin- 
American diplomats' warmly to com- 
mend the idea of a confuderatlon of 
Central American states into a single 
government strong cnoiiKh to repress 
revolution within and command re- 
spect from without. Secretary Root 
finds this sentiment a great deterrent 
of war between Mexico and Guatema- 
la. Tho existence of tho feeling many 
diplomats believe will prevent Mexico 
from striking unless some moro overt 
act is committed by Guatemala which 
will bring public sentiment squarely 
against that republic.

In cleaning there should always be 


three cloths, one for washing, 
the 


second for drying and the third for 
the final going over, for the second 
rapidly-/1 becomes 
damp. 
Afterward 


the condition of the wood will be much 
improved for the final work if wiped 
with kerosene, but the least possible 
quantity of the oil should be used. 
This is not. itself a polish, but is to 
prepare the wood for the shine. 


A floor should never be waxed with- 


out, first dusting and removing any 
spots. K the wood is faded in places 
rubbing wilh a preparation of seven 
ounces of boiled linseed oil and nne 
ounce of alcohol will help to bring 
back the color, but, the application 


face before hardening or absorption 
begins. Polish again with a dry flan- 
nel. The whole floor should be gone 
over in sections, rubbing with the 
grain of the wood. It will be well to 
inish at the floor, so .that one may

through it and leaving tracks. A soft 
floor stained should not be stepped on 
for twenty-four hours. 


A waxed finished floor should never 


be washed, the cleaning consisting of 
dusting first, and, when necessary 
wiping with a flannel cloth wrung in 
turpentine.
